He explained 
that it was absolutely necessary for 
them to ^empty their vaults and it 
would seriously cripple them to stop 
the siphon system.

ing to do all that was right in refer- 
ence to building the first section of 
the proposed sewer and would pay 
whatever proportion of the cost the 
sewer committee thought just and 
proper. 
This plan was discussed at some 


length by the members of the com 
mittees. It was finally agreed that 
the board of health wait a short 
time. The sewer committee of coun- 
cil at the next meeting will recom- 
mend to council the building of tbe 
first section of the proposed sani- 
tary seyvagc system. This section 
will lead from Drew, Selhy & uu.:s 
factory to Jefferson street and to the 
river. 
The cost of building the first sec- 


tion of the sewer 
will be in 
the 


neighborhood of $6,000. The firm of 
Drew, Selby & Co. will advance the 
money necessary to build the sewer 
and take the city's "notes. The iirm 
will also pay then just proportion of 
the cost. 


The sewer committee will urge 


council to take prompt action in the 
matter. They will advise that pre- 
liminary steps be taken at once and 
that the work be commenced in the 
early spring. 
It is very probable that this will te 


done aud that ere six months have 
passed Portsmouth will have built 
the first sectin of a splendid sanitary 
sewerage system.
